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1 . Claims 1 -4 are presented for examination in this continuation application. 

2. Clainjl -4 are objected to because of following informalities: 
Word "composition" (after "resin" on line 1) of claim 1 is missing. 
"An" in the beginning of claims 2-4 should be replaced with "The". 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 11 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3 & 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3 & 4 are indefinite because they depend from more than one claims#A 
claim cannot depend from two or more claims at the same time. 

4. Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 4 is not been further treated on the 
merits. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1 & 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Desio 
et al (US 5436294). 
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Desio discloses polyphthalamide blends containing polyphthalamides, impact 
modifier and filler (col. 1, lines 15-21; col. 8, lines 30-40; col. 12, lines 12-55). The 
polyphthalamide has a melting point preferably from 290°C to 330°C (col. 5, lines 34- 
35). Impact modifier is used at 5-25% by wt (col. 22, lines 60-61) and filler at 10-80% 
by wt (col. 1 2, lines 50-51 ). These amounts satisfy the claimed range of ratio of filler to 
impact modifier (of instant claim 2). 

Claims 1 and 2 therefore lack novelty. 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Desio et al (US 5436294). 

It would have been obvious to follow teachings of Desio (above) and arrive at 
claimed invention. 

It is true that Desio does not specifically mention (claimed) melt viscosity of the 
composition. However since Desio discloses a composition that reads on or is very 
similar to the claimed one with respect to ingredients and their amounts, it is reasonable 
to infer that the composition of Desio inherently satisfies the claimed limitation of melt 
viscosity unless proved otherwise.
